Sensational Gary, Indiana, Conspir- 
acy Case Ends In Conviction of 
Many County and City 

: Officials 


Indianapolis.—All but seven of the 
" sixty-two residents of Gary, on trial 
for alleged conspiracy to Violate the 
prohibition laws, were found guilty 
in United States District court here. 
_ Roswell Johnson, mayor of Gary; 
David William Olds, former sheriff; 
William Barnes, prosecutor; Dwight 
X. Kinder, former prosecutor; Clyde 
Hunter and City Judge, William Dunn 
were among those convicted. 

The verdict marks a victory for 
* th government in the greatest liquor 
fraud conspiracy case ever brought 


to trial since the enactment of the 
prohibition amendment. 
The government’s main evidence 


was designed to show that the defen- 
dants conspired to collect weekly 
payments from violators of prohibi- 
tion laws and disposed of confiscated 
whisky for their own profit. 


Aerial Derby Record 


Dayton, O.—In a spectacular aerial 
derby, army aviators from McCook 
Field set new world speed records for 
distance, for eclipsing those made re- 
cently by French aviators at the 
Villa Cauvage aerodrome.

NEW SCHEDULE IS STRINGENT 


Federal Board to Limit, the Amount 
of Opium and Cocaine Country 
May Receive for the. Cur- 
rent Fiscal Year 


Washington.—Pending the deter- 
mination of the minimum legitimate 
needs for the medical profession, im- 
ports of crude opium and_ cocaine 
will be restricted for the current fis- 
cal year not to exceed the quantities 
imported in 1922. 

This was determined at a confer- 
ence between drug manufacturers 
and the Federal Narcotic Control 
board. At a later conference a sche- 
dule will be arranged to control im- 
ports. 

In the meantime the concerns that 
import these poisons and prepare 
them for the drug and medical trade 
will figure closely on their legitimate 
needs. 

With the fixing of the new schedule 
more stringent rules will be formulat- 
ed to control the distribution of the 
manufactured products. 

Colonel L. G. Nutt, chief of the 
narcotics division of the Protection 
bureau said that vast quantities of 
narcotics unfit for legitimate uses 
are getting into the hands of drug 
peddlers and from them to addicts 
from army storehouses.

Twice 
opportunity had presented itself, but 
he had weakened. That was when he 
was sane. His third chance came after 
bis mind had snepped. This time he 
made good, but he is unconscious of 
the dream finally realized. : 

John Doe is a man of gigantic build, 
and a special watch was kept on him 
at the hospital, for attendants said he 
was classed as a “homicidal maniac,” 
and was the most dangerous man, on 
the island. 

‘When the United States entered the 
World war John Doe had his first 
chance to be a hero, He enlisted and 
went to the front, but in the trenches 
the roar of shells and patter of ma- 
chine gun bullets took the heart out of 
him. He deserted, and then the desire

TEARS OF CHRIST 


T THE southern end of the San- 
gree de Criste range, not far from: 


‘Taos, N. M., stands a peculiar peaf, 


peculiar im that certain stones, found 
at its summit, bear the. shape of a 
eross, some of them so perfect that 
one would imagine they had been 
carved from the living rock by the 
firgers of a skilled sculptor. But move 
peculiar still is the fact that these 
stones, no matter how many times 
they may be broken or crushed, even 
though they be broken into a dozen 
fragments, wilt still retain their shape, 
évery fragment a perfeet cross in it- 
self, 

About these Sones 48 woven a 
legend, not of any partieular Indian 
tribe or family, probebly started by 
the early Indian Christians or pos- 
sibly by the Spanish who. settled the 
country. At any rate it is a beautt- 
ful little story, and so characteristic 
that it is worth relating here. The 
legend Im itself is well known to the 
Indian and Mexican settlers of the re 
gion, and is frequently related, while 
bits of the rock are to be found in 
virtually every household, The legend 
ts as follows. 

Long years ago, when the country 
was new, the land was unknown to 
the white man, but Indian tribes found 
here a prosperous, well watered coun- 
try, where they could lve in ease, 
without hard work and without great 
effort. So the land became popu- 
lated and each tribe had Its own re 
Ngion and each its own gods, which 
were worshiped faithfully. 

But when the Spanish settlers came 
into Mexice small parties of them 
were constantly making journeys 
northward, where they expected to 
find gold and silver. In their num- 
ber were many priests, who were 
strong in their religious conviction 
and who hoped to convert the Indian 
tribes to their belief. And it so hap- 
pened that two of these Indian priests 
came into the mountain country, 
where dwelt countless tribes. 

These two priests were well re 
ceived by the tribesmen, who lived 
with them for long, and_ they 
made every effort to convert them 
to the Catholfe faith. But the 
tribesmen were stubborn and demand- 
ec some sign of the strength of the 
white man’s god before they would 
cease the worship of the stone images 
which they had set up. 

The priests, seeing this, were very 
sad, and went to the mountain top and 
prayed for three days and three nights 
that there might be some sign from 
heaven, that the tribesmen would be 
convinced. Finalfy in answer to their 
prayer, the Christ appeared on the 
mountain top and spoke to them and 
then pleaded with the tribesmen that 
they would follow the advice of the 
priests and worship the white man’s 
God. But the tribesmen were obdu- 
rate, and so the Christ knelt there 
on the mountain top and prayed that 
these Inddans might be made to see 
the right. And as He prayed He wept, 
and the tears fell from His eyes to the 
ground, and there they were turned 
into rocks as fast as they fell. 

And every rock was in the shape of 
@ eroes, and there were thousands of 
these recks on the summit of the 
mountain. Tribesmen who saw them 
were amazed, and when they took the 
rocks in their hands they marveled. 
And some there were whe broke the 
rocks, but me matter how many timeg 
they were broken, each small frag: 
ment still} retained its shape and the 
priests pointed to the rock and said 
{t was the sign from heaven. And 
the tribesmen heard and were con- 
vinced, and therefore they worshiped 
the white man’s God as their own. 


Block-Printing of Fabrice.

Has congress the 
power under the Consti- 
tution to create such a 
department?

These  much-vexed 
questions are brought sharply to the 
fore by, the approval of the President 
of a plan of. reorganization of the ex- 
ecutive departments of the govern- 
ment—-which includes the establish- 
ment of the proposed ‘new department. 

There has been for some time a 
Joint Committee on the Reorganiza- 
tion of Government Depgrtments. Its 
cheirman is Walker F. Brown of Ohio, 
who is the personal representative of 
President Harding. He is not a mem- 
ber of congress. The three senators 
are Reed Smoot of Utah, vice ‘chatr- 
man; James W. Wadsworth, Jr., of 
New York, and Pat Harrison of Mis- 
sissippi. ‘The three representatives 
are J. Stanley Webster of Washington, 
Henry W. Temple of Pennsylvania and 


- R. Walton Moore of Virginia. 


This joint committee prepared a 
plan of reorganization and submitted 
it to the President for amendment and 
approval. The President took it up 
with the cabinet, and then began 
lively ructions. Now, however, the 
President has returned the reorganiza- 
tion plans to Chairman Brown with 
the following letter: 

“My Dear Mr. Brown: I hand you 
herewith a chart which exhibits in de- 


‘tail the present organization of the 


government departments and_ the 
changes suggested after numerous con- 
ferences and consultations with the 
various heads of the executive branch 
of the government. The changes, with 
few exceptions, notably that of co-or- 
dinating all agencies of national de- 
fense, have the sanction of the cab- 
fnet. In a few instances, which I be 
lieve are of minor importance, the 
principle of major purpose has not 
been followed to the letter, in order to 
avold controversies which might jeop- 
ardize reorganization as a whole, 

“Permit me to repeat what I have 
said to the members of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Reorganization—that I re- 
gret deeply the delay in placing our 
suggestions in your hands. It has been 
caused solely by the difficulty which 
has been encountered in reconciling 
the views of the various persons 
charged with the responsibility of ad- 
ministering the excutive branch of 
the government. 

“With the earnest hope that the 
suggestions submitted may be of ma- 
terial assistance to the committee in 
performing its most important task; I 
am, very truly yours. 

“WARREN G. HARDING.” 

Outstanding features of, the recom- 
mendations by. the President und the 
cabinet include these: 

The establishment. of one new de-

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partment, the Department of Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 

The co-ordination of the military 
and naval establishments under a 
single cabinet officer as the Depart- 
ment of National Defense. 

The transfer of all nonmilitary 
functions from the War and Navy 
departments to civillan departments, 
chiefly Interior and Commerce. 

The elimination of all nontiscal 
functions from the Treasury depart- 
ment, 

The change of the name of the Post 
Office department to Department of 
Communications. 

The attachment to the several de- 
partments of all independent estab- 
lishments except those which perform 
quasi-judicial functions or act as serv- 
ice agencies for all departments. 

According to the recommendations 
of the President and cabinet the new 
Department of Education and Welfare 
will have four major subdivisions, each 
under the charge of an assistant sec- 
retary, a8 follows: Education, health, 
social service, veteran relief. 

Existing bureaus and offices to be 
transferred to the Department of Ed- 
ucation and Welfare are as follows: 
.From the Department of the In- 
terior: Bureau of education, Indian 
schools, Howard university, St. Eliza- 
beth’s hospital, Freedmen’s hospital, 
bureau of pensions. 

From the Department of Labor: 
Women’s bureau’ (part), children’s 


Public health service. 

From the War department: Soldiers’ 
home. : 

From the Department of Justice: 
Office of the superintendent of prisons. 

Independent establishments: Smith- 
sonian institution (if it can legally be 
done), federal board for vocational ed- 
ucation, national ‘home for disabled 
volunteer soldiers, Columbia institu- 
tion for the deaf, veterans’ bureau. 

This article, it should be understood, 
is informative only, 

Although this reorganization plan is 
not formally before vongress for con- 
sideration, legislation for the estab- 
lishment, of a Department of Educa- 
tion and Welfare is pending under the 
Sterling-Tower bill. So there has 
already been considerable debate over 
the proposed new department. An 
extension of the remarks of Repre- 
sentative Caleb R, Layton of Dela- 
ware, for @xample, cover fifteen pages 
of the Congressional Record—ap- 
proximately 30,000 words—in opposi- 
tion to the new department. 

Mr. Layton incorporates in his re- 
marks letters from college presidents, 
state superintendents of education 
and newspaper editors opposed to the 
new department. He sets forth In de- 
tail twelve reasons why the new de- 
partment should .not .be established. 


| His eleventh reason fs as follows: 


“Bleventh. The plan is plainly un- 
constitutional. and in clear conflict 
with the reserved rights of the states 
under our national organic law.

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put into effect, it will destroy the lib- 
erty of the people, their self-depend- 
ence, their sense of initiative and per- 
sonal responsibility for self-govern- 
ment, and transform them more and 
more into dependents upon the federal 
government, thus killing the spirit of 
democracy.” 

The advocates of the new depart- 
ment, it {s believed, are mainly con- 
cerned about the question of constitu- 
tionality, since the power to direct or 
control education is not delegated to 
the United States by the Constitution. 
Anyway, Senator Norbeck of South 
Dakota read into the Congressional 
Record before congress adjourned an 
address with the title: “Constitutional 
and Political Significanee of Federal 
Legislation on Education,” by his col- 
league, Senator Sterling, who intro- 
duced the bill. 

Senator Sterling analyzes these 


sets forth federal legislation as em- 
bodied tn the several Morrill acts, and 
concludes thus: 

“There are present-day exigencies 
not within the scope of existing legis- 
lation to aid in meeting which is, in 
my judgment, the imperative duty of 
the general government. They cannot 
be met by a submerged and unrelated 
bureau in the Department of the In- 
terior, empowered to gather and dis- 
tribute statistical information. nor 
can they be adequately met by fed- 
eral contributions only for specific 
objects to be matched by equal con- 
tributions on the part of the states ac- 
cepting them, The vital importance 
of the subject, {ts intimate relation to 
the well-being and safety of the peo- 
ple—and this is the highest law—as 
well as the dignity of the subject, all 
combine to urge as the next great step 
the creation of a Department of Edu- 
cation, with its secretary a member of 

the President’s cabinet, whose proper 
function it shall be not alone to ad- 
minister funds apportioned to the 
states, important though this may be, 
but through investigation and re- 
search to cover the whole field of oar 
educational resources and needs; and 
which, without dictation, without ig: 
noring state plans or encroaching upon 
the freedom of state’ initlative, shall 
from its higher vantage ground en- 
courage, stimulate and lead in every 
constitutional co-operative  educa- 
tional enterprise that will enhance the 
general welfare.”
